The bill amending and consolidating the 
aw relating to mortgages and sales of per- 
sonal property was considered in committee.

Dur- 
ing the discussion it Was developed that a 
chattel mortgage made in one registration 
district covering property which is after- 
wards removed to another registration dis- 
trict holds good for three weeks after re- 
moval to the latter district without registra- 
tion in it. So that if a band of horses 
under chattel mortgage in one district is 
driven into another district to be sold, sales 
may be going on for three weeks after the 
horses arrive before the public can find out 
in the registration office of that district that 
the horses are under chattel mortgage. On 
Mr. Haultain’s attention being called to 
this point he said that the three weeks time 
allowed was necessary in order to give the 
holder of the chattel mortgage a fair oppor- 
tunity to protect his interests.

REASON OF THE DEPRESSED 
STATE OF THE WHEAT MARKET. 


Speaking of the depressed condition of 
the American and old country wheat mark- 
ets, a dealer said to a reporter yesterday: 
It is a long time since old country importers 
have been so reluctant to buy as they are at 
present. I do not know how to account for 
it, unless it is because they have heard so 
much of the large crops in the Norchwest- 
ern States and Manitoba that they expect to 
see large quantities of new wheat dumped 
into their warehouses at a still lower price 
than has been obtained of late. In fact, it 
looks as though they are anticipating a 
glutted mearket, and will wait as long as 
possible before placing orders. This is hav- 
ing a bad effect on this side of the Atlantic, 
as indicated by a drop of three cents in the 
price at Duluth and Chicago during the past 
two days.

POSTAL INFORMATION 


Upon all cards intended for use as private 
postal cards the words ‘‘Private Post Card” 
must be distinctly printed or written. The 
name and address of the sender may be 
printed on the faee of the card but the face 
ot the card is not to be used for advertising 
purposes. Private post cards must not ex- 
ceed a size of 6 inches in length by 3 5-8 in- 
ches inwidth. Cards exceeding these limits 
are tobe treated as insufficiently paid let- 
ters. Private post cards are not transmis 
sable to the United States.

THE YACHT RACE. 


Judging from the reports that we hear of 
the races and especially that of last Thurs- 
day, when the Valkyrie withdrew on 
account of the pilot boat getting in front of 
her, it looks very much asif there was a 
settled determination on the part of the 
sympathizers of the Defender that the 
American yacht should win, by fair means 
if possible, but in any case she should win. 
In the two previous trials the boats carrying 
excursioniste to look at the yachts while 
sailing, so crowded the contestants that they 
frequently interfered with their sailing. 
Especially was this done in the case of the 
Valkyrie, the excursionists keeping to the 
windward when near her, and thus retarding 
her in the race. We have no doubt that it 
was because the owner of the Valkyrie was 
satisfied that he could not get fair play from 
the outsiders that he withdrew his yatch 
from the third race, more than from the fact 
of the pilot boat getting in front of him. 
These complaints of visiting yachts to Amer- 
ican waters are not new at this time. It is 
a notorious fact that in nearly all interna- 
tional yacht races the visitors have returned 
dissatisfied, not so much that they were 
beaten, as that they did not get fair play at 
the hands of the onlookers. It may be hard 
to keep other boats away from the course of 
the yachts while sailing a race in public 
waters, but surely the management could do 
more than they have done in the past 
towards getting a fair show for both 
competitors.

The 
warmth of the greeting extended to the new 
governor by liberals and conservatives alike, 
on his arrival, was but an earnest of the 
cordial treatment he is bound to receive on 
all hands during his incumbency. In the 
name of the people of Manitoba the Tribune 
extends a cordial welcome to Lieut.-Gover- 
nor Patterson. 

It is understood that His Honor will re- 
main inthe city for one week, making 
arrangements for occupying the gubernator- 
ial Sresidence. He will then return to 
Ottawa for his family and private effects, 
and will take ion of government 
house towards the end of the month.

The in- 
spector and his assistant waited to hear no 
more, bat one went north and the other 
south and as far as they could be seen, they 
kicked themselves with hot and fervent 
kicks for having been such chumps as to 
mistake a door camp for a scale beam. 


A CHEAP STOCK COUNTRY. 
Commercial. 

Ove of the peculiarities of the present 
season ie the cross-wise movement of live 
#tock. Train loads of cattle shipped cast- 
ward from Manitoba and the Territories are 
being met by train loads of cattle moving 
westward from Kastern Canada. Train loads 
of fat cattle are leaving Winnipeg almost 
daily, mostly intended for export to Great 
britain, via Montreal, though some of these 
cattle are being sold as butchers’ siock in 
Kastern Canada markets, At the same time 
train loads of young cattle are being brought 
up from Ontario to be fed for the markets 
another year, Owing to the drought in 
Ontario this year, young cattle, which are 
not fit for the butchers, are selling cheap, 
and some of our western ranchers are taking 
advantage of this opportunity to stock up 
their ranges with thrifty young stock,which 
in a couple of years they will have ready to 
ship east again. Some of these eastern 
cattle are also being taken to sections in 
Manitoba to be fed up for the market an- 
other year. This peculiar movement of 
cattle should have ihe effect of turning more 
attention to the West asa stock country. 
Some people down east have the idea that 
the Northwest is not adapted to raising 
live stock on account of our long, col 
winters. A gentleman who visited Winni- 
peg a few weeks ago, and who had heard a 
ood deal about our cold winters, seemed to 
»e very skeptical as to the statements made 
by a representative of the Commercial in 
talking {about our live stock interests. He 
wanted to know if we froze the caitle up in 
the winter and kept them in that state un- 
til “spring. It was absured, no doubt he 
thought, for Manitoba or the Northwest to 
have a cattle industry. At the same time 
we see that cattle can be wintered more 
cheaply in the West,than in Eastern Canada 
The winter feeding season here is not 
materially longer than in the East—some 
years not so long—and live stock are healthy 
and thrifty here with the same care that it 
is necessary to give them in the East. When 
Onterio stockmen can ship their cattle to 
the Northwest to winter, and ship them 
east again the following year and save 
money by the transaction, it speaks more 
than can be said in words as to the advant- 
ages of the Northwest as a stock country.
